The indictment is drawn under the 
law' of New Jersey, which provides 
upon conviction a maximum penalty 
of three years in the penitentiary or 
a $1,000 fine, or both. 
The ofTense is 
extraditable, which practically means 
that the meat barons of this country 
must either successfully resist extra­ 
dition or come to Jersey City for trial. 
Pierre Garven, the public prosecutor 
of Hudson county, announced that he 
would 
forthwith notify 
the defend­ 
ants of their indictment and would be 
ready to force extradition in each case 
where the individual concerned is not 
willing to fai e trial voluntarily. 
The

Railroads Oppose Minnesota Fire W ar­ 
den Statute, 
BemldJI, Minn., Feb. 20.—-The con­ 
stitutionality of the state fire warden 
law of 1909 was vigorously attacked 
here in district court befor*- Judges 
McClenahan, Wright and Stanton, sit­ 
ting jointly to hear arguments of coun­ 
sel in six cas< s brought by the state 
against 
vnrious 
railway 
companies, 
the latter being charged with having 
violated certain sections of the fire 
warden law, more particularly the pa­ 
trol section, the cases having been de­ 
cided in the justice or municipal court 
adversely to the companies, and hav­ 
ing been appealed to the district court 
from three counties In the Fifteenth 
Judicial district. 
The particular section on which Is 
based the attack as to constitutional­ 
ity is that which requires railway com­ 
panies in dry seasons to employ at 
least one patrolman for each mile of 
Its road through lands liable to be 
overrun by fire. 
Attorneys for the railways conelud 
ed that the Btate fire warden law of 
1909 violates the provisions of the 
state constitution, in that no act shall 
cover more than one subject, which 
subject shall be expressed in its title. 
Mr. Coleman, for the state, con­ 
tended that the supreme court had 
ruled that the law should be liberally 
construed. 
Many authorities were quoted by 
both sides and the decision of the 
judges will be handed down as soon 
as

REORGANIZATION 
OF 
ARMY 


President Taft to Send Special Mes­ 
sage to Congress on Subject, 
Washington, 
Feb. 
26.—President 
Taft Is now engaged in the prepara­ 
tion of a special message to congress 
concerning the reorganization of the 
army, as outlined by him briefly in his 
annual 
message, 
in 
December. 
He 
has the message pretty well in hand 
at this time, hut does not want to 
send it in until after congress has 
done something more than at present 
in the way of enacting the legislation 
for which he has already asked. 
He 
thinks that “ the laws regulating the 
organization of our armed forces in 
the event of war need to be revised 
in order that the organization can be 
modified so as to produce a force 
which would be more consistently ap­ 
portioned 
throughout 
its 
numerous 
branches.” 
The military committees of the two 
houses of congress seem almost unan­ 
imously opposed to the president in 
this matter of army reorganization, 
for which reason it hardly seems pos 
sible that the legislation which he fa­ 
vors will be enacted. 
The officers of 
the line of the army are also almost 
unauiruously opposed to it 
But since 
there is nothing political in the ques­ 
tion, whether the president gets what 
he wants, or fails to get it, will have 
no bearing on the various other mat­ 
ters the public is thinking about. The 
subject, however, is one of much in­ 
terest, especially in localities which 
have army posts near them.

limiting the supply of m eat and poul­ 
try. 
The indictment is drawn under the 
law of New Jersey, which provides 
upon conviction a maximum penalty 
of three years in the penitentiary or 
a $1,000 tine, or both. 
The offense is 
extraditable, which practically means 
that the m eat barons of this country 
must either successfully resist extra­ 
dition or come to Jersey City for trial. 
Pierre Carven, the public prosecutor 
of Hudson county, announced that he 
would 
forthwith notify 
the defend­ 
ants of their indictment and would be 
ready to force extradition in each case 
where the individual concerned is not 
willing to face trial voluntarily. 
The 
defendants as named are as follows:

Others Also Held Responsible. 
The indictment, which bristles in 
its arraignm ent of the men named, J 
also refers to “divers others” as be-1 
ing responsible.

The forego­ 
ing list of names, it will be seen, rep­ 
resents the backbone of the great 
packing industry of this country, con 
taining as it does two Armours, three 
Swifts and 
two Morrises, most of 
them residents of Chicago, together 
with 
less important figures in the 
packing 
world. 
Their 
indictment 
brings to a climax the first concerted 
effort in the East to fix responsibility 
for the prevailing abornally high price 
of commodities. 
Ira N. Morris sent a lawyer to Jer 
sey City this week from Chicago to 
inform 
Prosecutor Garven that 
he 
had retired from the directorate of 
Morris & Co., but nevertheless he was 
indicted. 
Cooper is the New Jersey manager 
for Swift & Co.; Bathgate, Edwards 
Hartwell, Darlington and Fuller are 
said to be officers and Eastern agents 
of the 
National 
Packing company, 
while the others named are either di­ 
rectors or officers or former directors 
or officers of the National Packing 
company. 
Capiases for the arrest of all the de 
fendants will be issued immediately 
and the grand jury will resume Its in­ 
vestigations on Wednesday next. 
Jersey City as a cold storage cen­ 
ter, where the packing companies of 
the W est maintain vast warehouses in 
which countless thousands of pounds 
of meat and poultry are stored, proved

More than a month ago the inquiry by 
the grand jury was started, cold stor 
age plants were inspected, witnesses 
were examined, and the indictment 
was handed up in the supreme court 
before Justices Blair and Carey.

Railroads Oppose Minnesota Fire W a r­ 
den Statute. 
Bemidji, Minn., Feb. 20.—The con­ 
stitutionality of the state fire warden 
law of 1909 was vigorously attacked 
here in district court before Judges 
McClenahan, Wright and Stanton, sit­ 
ting jointly to hear arguments of coun­ 
sel in six cases brought by the state 
against 
various 
railway 
companies, 
the latter boing charged with having I 
violated certain sections of the fire 
warden law, more particularly the pa­ 
trol section, the cases having been de­ 
cided in the justice or municipal court 
adversely to the companies, and hav­ 
ing been appealed to the district court 
from three counties in the Fifteenth 
judicial district. 
The particular section on which is 
based the attack as to constitutional­ 
ity is that which requires railway com­ 
panies in dry seasons to employ at 
least one patrolman for each mile of 
its road through lands liable to be 
overrun by fire. 
Attorneys for the railways conclud 
cd that the state fire warden law of 
1909 violates the provisions of the 
stat!' constitution, in that no act shall 
cover more than one subject, which 
subject shall be expressed in its title. 
Mr. Coleman, for the state, con­ 
tended that the supreme court had 
ruled that the law should be liberally 
construed. 
Many authorities were quoted by 
both sides and the decision of the

New York, Feb. 26.— Decision was 
reserved in a suit for $2,400 brought 
by William C. Woodward, alias “Big 
Hawley,” a former convict, against 
Katherine Clemmons Gould, who was 
awarded a decree of separation from 
her husband, Howard Gould, with ali­ 
mony of $36,000 a year, last June. 
“Big Hawley’s” name figured prom­ 
inently in the separation suit brought, 
by Mrs. Gould, 
fie now alleges that 
he advanced Mrs. Gould $2,4<><» in 1894, 
when they were both in London, with 
the understanding that it should be 
relaid in 1899. 
Continuing, the plain­ 
tiff sets forth that Mrs. Gould "con­

terminus of that road. 
Trains arriv 
ing from the East ten or more hours 
late are turned here for the trip back. 
One train is run each way daily to 
and from Portland over the Spokane 
Portland and Seattle road to Portland 
and north to the Sound city. Trouble 
Is reported from twenty points on the 
road. 
Slides have covered the track 
east of the long tunnel through the 
Cascades and the water from the melt­ 
ing snow is rising both east ami west 
of the Columbia river. 
Several passenger trains are stalled 
west of W enatchee at different points 
and telegraphic reports say food is 
running short. 
W ater is still rising 
as the chinook continues, and railroad 
officials in Spokane predict further 
trouble. 
Two men were killed by a snowslide 
that buried a bunk house near Cas­ 
cade tunnel on the Great Northern 
railroad. 
The body of one has been 
recovered. 
It is reported that for about eight 
miles near the summit of the Cascade 
range the track is covered with a con­ 
tinuous slide of snow, earth and trees. 
Advices from Kalispell. Mont., say 
heavy snowslides at High Gate have 
the Great Northern tied up with three 
passenger trains 
stalled 
at 
Belton. 
One slide all but buried a freight 
train. 
There is still a district of fif 
teen miles, near Bitter Root Summit, 
through which no passage has been 
forced. 
A working army of 300 men is en­ 
gaged in fighting the elements. 
So 
loose is the heavily overhanging snow- 
on the hills that the slightest disturb 
ance at the base of the mountains 
caused by the action of the snowplows 
jars great masses loose from greater 
heights, and the workmen are being 
constantly called on to flee from im­ 
pending danger of avalanches.

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GOMPERS AND WICKERSHAM 


Discuss Legislation Affecting the La­ 
boring Man. 
Washington, Feb. 26.—Samuel Goin- 
pers, president of the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor, told Attorney Gen­ 
eral Wiekersham that if the present 
American workers’ movement, which 
Lie said is constructive and conserva­ 
tive in character, is 
outlawed 
and 
crushed out of existence by unfavor­ 
able legislation and court decisions it 
will be followed by another movement 
which will scarcely be constructive. 
For two hours Mr. Gorupers and Mr. 
Wiekersham discussed legislation af­ 
fecting labor. 
Opposition was made by the labor 
leader to the Moon bill, now before 
the judiciary committee of the house, 
on the ground that it is a pro-injunc­ 
tion measure. 
He said it did not ful­ 
fill the Republican platform promise 
on the injunction question; that the 
bill “would give statutory authority 
for the issuance of injunctions,” which 
is the thing that the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor lias been fighting so 
vigorously to prevent in the stove and 
range, the hatters’ and similar cases.

Nellie Taylor, who was acquitted by a 
jury on a charge of first degree mur­ 
der, escaped probable incarceration in 
an insane hospital through an inad­ 
vertent error in the signing of the ver­ 
dict was discovered.

REORGANIZATION 
OF 
ARMY 


President Taft to Send Special M es­ 
sage to Congress on Subject. 
Washington, 
Feb. 
26.—President 
Taft is now engaged in the prepara­ 
tion of a special message to congress 
concerning the reorganization of the 
army, as outlined by him briefly in his 
annual 
message, 
in 
December. 
He 
has the message pretty well in hand 
at this time, but does not want to 
send it in until after congress has 
done something more than at present 
in the way of enacting the legislation 
for which he has already asked. 
He 
thinks that "the laws regulating the 
organization of our armed forces in 
the event of war need to be revised 
in order that the organization can be 
modified so as to produce a force 
which would be more consistently ap­ 
portioned 
throughout 
its 
numerous 
branches.” 
The military committees of the two 
houses of congress seem almost unan­ 
imously opposed to the president in 
this m atter of army reorganization, 
for which reason it hardly seems pos 
sible that the legislation which he fa­ 
vors will be enacted. 
The officers of 
the line of the army are also almost 
unanimously opposed to It. 
But since 
there is nothing political in the ques­ 
tion, whether the president gets what 
he wants, or fails to get It, will have 
no bearing on the various other m at­ 
ters the public is thinking about. The 
subject, however, is one of much in 
terest, especially in localities which 
have army posts near them.

Census Bureau's Instruction Regard­ 
ing the Enumerations of Peo­ 
ple of Various Nationalities 


W hat the census enum erators are 
required to learn regarding the place 
of birth of native-born and foreign- 
born persons, and 
other 
personal 
facts concerning the latter class, in 
taking the T hirteenth United States 
Census, beginning 
April 
la 
next, 
Is fully set forth in the printed in­ 
structions prepared 
by the 
United 
States Census Bureau to guide them 
in 
filling the population schedule. 
It Is pointed out that all the ques­ 
tions relate only to conditions exist­ 
ing on April 16, the "Census Day." 
On the subject of place of birth of 
a native-born person the Instructions 
¡.state th a t If the person was horn in 
the United States the enum erator is 
to give the State or T erritory (not 
i city or town) in which born. 
A per­ 
son born in w hat is now West Vlr* 
! ginla. North Dakota, South Dakota. 
I or Oklahoma should be reported as 
'so born, although at the time of 
I birth the particular region mav have 
j had a different name. 
Relative to eonjugal condition, the 
»■numerators are to report w hether 
the person is single, m arried, widow­ 
er. or divorced. 
Married persons are 
to he asked If they have been married 
before. 
If the present m arriage is 
the first, the fact is to be indicated 
by the sign "M 1;" hut if it is the 
second or subsequent m arriage, then 
the enum erator is to write *‘M 2” , 
meaning more titan once. 
The question calling for the num­ 
ber of years of the present m arriage 
is declared by the Census Bureau to 
apply only to persons reported as 
married, and the answer should give 
the number of years m arried to the 
present husband or wife. 
Thus a wo­ 
man who may have been m arried for 
10 years to a former husband, but 
has been m arried only 3 years to her

Why can we not have some 
modern trades 
introduced 
in

school, w here the pupils could become 
skilled workm en, at the same time 
tak in g a couple of other subjects. 
In the laboratory the physics pupils 
are experim enting more than ever 
before. 
This is the first step, why 
not go a lit th* fu rth er?
